charges o f the individual shipper. 
The co o perative shipping co sts are 
the mo ney co st o f marketing the live 
sto ck and its shrinkage. The individual 
buyer who makes purchases 
o n his 
o wn acco unt fo r pro fit exercises his 
o wn judgment as to what co nstitutes 
a shipping margin. 
To the co o per­ 
ative shipping co st he must add a 
pro fit. 
Margins fixed by individual 
buyers o fto r fluctuate widely. 
Eco no mies may be o btained in mar­ 
keting by careful study in the co sts 
o f marketing 
at vario us 
markets. 
They do no t all pay the highest prices 
fo r the same grade o f animal, Mr.

By cho o sing a

j French market is doomed. If the com­ 
mission cou ncil adopts the Association 
j of Commerce plan for a terminal mar­ 
ket in another section of the city , one 
of the most colorfu l spots In America 
will he wiped ou t of ex istence. 
Rail­ 
roads and politics are back of it. ac­ 
cording 
to 
ru mors 
in 
the 
French 
qu arter; New Orleans Is a big city 
now and has ou tgrown its past, say 
adv ocates of the new terminal market. 
Bu t 
the French 
market will not 
pass withou t a stru ggle on the part of 
those that lov e It for Its rich and 
romantic post and the pictu resqu e life 
and charm that still cling to tL 
The 
Vleu x Carre association, composed of 
the most prominent bu siness and pro­ 
fessional men of the French qu arter, 
Is Its chief defender. 
Notable men 
throu ghou t the cou ntry and abroad 
also are associate members of the 
corporation. 
Formed to Sav e Old Section. 
This organization, which is incor­ 
porated u nder the laws of the state 
of Lou isiana, was formed a little ov er 
a y ear ago. 
Its pu rpose is to preserv e 
the French qu arter and promote the 
cu ltu ral and commercial Interests of 
New Orleans’ most pictu resqu e and 
Interesting section. 
Canal street, nex t to Pennsy lv ania 
av enu e in Washington, is one of the 
widest thorou ghfares in any American 
city , 
il div ides the New Orleans of 
today , a city as modern as Clev eland 
or Toronto, with towering sky scrapers, 
from the New Orleans of y esionlay . 
North of Canal street is the Vieu x 
Carre, or “old 
squ are,” comprising 
abou t 
squ ares or blocks. 
The 
architectu re is that of the Eighteenth 
centu ry . 
The French market is at the ex ­ 
treme east end of ihe Vleu x Carre, 
near the Mississippi riv er. 
Down nar­ 
row streets, like those of old prov in­ 
cial cities, daily comes the small mer­ 
chants, bu tchers, v egetable and fish 
men, restau rant keepers, hou sewiv es 
and persons of all shades and colors 
to the French market. 
The 
Latin 
lov es 
to 
haggle ov er 
prices, and in this old market it at­ 
tains Its greatest degree. 
Perhaps an 
Italian, a French or a Spanish Creole 
Is bu y ing a chicken from a Terrebone 
parish farmer. 
To the ou tsider, u n­ 
familiar with su ch transactions, noth­ 
ing 
short 
of assau lt 
and 
perhaps 
worse will immediately follow. 
Voices 
are raised to a high pitch; arms are 
ex tended 
in 
frantic 
gestu res, 
and 
shou lders shru gged u ntil the onlooker 
ex pects each 
to fly at the other’s 
throat. 
Bu t the dealer and prospec­ 
tiv e bu y er are merely try ing to arriv e 
at a price satisfactory to both. 
The 
sale made, they conv erse as amiably 
a* two brothers, ex change the latest 
gossip and the patron passes on. 
According to Lou is B. Reu ter, presi­ 
dent of the Vieu x Carre association 
and himself a large bu siness man, the 
bu ilding of a terminal market, which 
means 
the 
passing 
of 
the 
French 
market, wou ld ru in hu ndreds of bu si­ 
ness men and property owners. 
Looked on as Calamity . 
Residents of the Vieu x Carre sec­ 
tion realize that the facilities at the 
French market are inadequ ate. 
How­ 
ev er, they hav e proposed an alterna­ 
tiv e 
They wou ld bu ild a new market 
adjoining the site of the French mar­ 
ket, the stru ctu re to he fou r blocks 
long with a 24-foot concou rse, and 
containing 27 2 stalls. 
It 
wou ld 
he 
bu ilt generally on the plans of tlie 
Detroit pu blic market. Renter soy s. 
The cost, abou t 
$.350,000, wou ld he 
borne by priv ate interests, the city 
not being asked to ex pend a dollar 
u nless It wished to finance the project. 
If a terminal market Is erected two 
miles or so from the French market, 
say s Reu ter, the cost wou ld be from 
$3,000.000 to $5.000.000. 
Besides loading n costly “white ele­ 
phant” on the city by the erection of 
a terminal market, residents of the 
Vieu x Carre look u pon the destru ction 
of their belov ed French market as a 
calamity . Erected first In 17 91 by the 
Spaniards, the French market alway s 
has been one of the city ’s distinctiv e 
attractions. 
Hou sewiv es, 
with 
their 
hu sbands 
and children, still meet at the French 
market on Su nday where they bu y 
their roasts, fish, fru it, and v egetables 
for dinner 
Up and dowu Decatu r, Du 
rnoine. 
Ursu llne, 
St. Ann, 
and 
the 
other narrow streets they parade on 
the Sabbath. They look u pon the re 
mov al of their belov ed market as noth 
ing short of sacrilege.
